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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of the Town of Bellingham :— 


The year past was an eventful and progressive period for 
the municipality. The purchase of land and the erection of 
two new buildings was voted on favorably last July at a 
special town meeting; the vote being unanimous. One of 
these buildings, a library, is being built in the Center; the 
second structure, a community building, is being erected in 
the South, at Crooks’ Corner. 


The Board of Selectmen organized last March with John 
H. Foley elected as Chairman and David L. Tuttle re-ap- 
pointed as Clerk. 


Regular meetings of the Board, minutes of which are 
on record, were held every second week. In addition a 
number of special meetings were held. 


The Selectmen and the townspeople mourned in the loss 
of Carroll E. White, veteran town official, whose major 
years were spent in serving the town. 


Two hundred new seats, in blocks of four, were pur- 
chased and installed in the Town Hall, and a new sign, 
reading “Bellingham,” was placed on the Town Hall build- 


ing. 


The police department functioned ably under the direc- 
tion of Chief of Police Alfred Pouliot. 


The year just past witnessed the largest number of se- 
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rious automobile accidents, resulting in several fatalities, 
ever to occur during a like period in our municipality. The 
new Franklin - Woonsocket Road and the Scott Hill 
Road were the scenes of most of the accidents. With the 
advent of additional through roads in Town, traffic in- 
creases, and all too frequently, bad accidents occur. 

The highway work during the past year was performed 


under the able supervision of Ernest T. Camp, Superintend- 
ent of Streets, with much progress made. 


General repairs were made throughout the town, under 
the direction of and in conjunction with the State Division 
of Highways, under a budget plan determined on in the 
Spring between the Highway Engineer and the Selectmen. 


The major portion of Hartford Avenue from Dawley’s 
Corner to the Mendon Town line was resurfaced during the 
past season by W. H. Hinman, Inc. working under con- 
tract on a State-County-Town plan. The State and Coun- 
ty have agreed to allot money in 1930 to be used with a 
Town appropriation to finish this road and to pay one-half 
the cost of erecting a new bridge on the Bellingham-Men- 
don-Hopedale town line. | 


The Selectmen have petitioned the County for aid in 
laying a new road bed on Paine Street, from the Woon- 
socket City Line to Wrentham Street, and to Center Street, 
if possible. 


In accordance with the vote of the town at the Annual 
Town Meeting last March, the Selectmen had the Tool- 
House (so-called) moved from its former location to a 
more advantageous position near the Massey School, and 
repaired. This building should be painted and an addition 
constructed—possibly an open shed addition—as at present 
it is not large enough to care for all of the road machinery. 
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Fences and railing, which have been in bad shape, re- 
ceived attention during the past twelve months, and several 
new fences were erected. Much work remains to be done, 
however, before all the fences and railings are in proper 
shape. There is also a real need for fences and railings on 
several streets in town, which have never been so pro- 
tected. 


Governor Avenue and Suffolk Street both were scraped, 
gravelled and widenend last Summer, and guard rails erect- 
ed on Suffolk Street. The principal requirement on both 
of these streets is a suitable drainage system, the expense 
of which was too great to install with the appropriation 
allotted for these streets. 


The purchase of a gravel loader was contracted for early 
last Summer, on a pay as you use basis. This machine has 
proven efficient and economical. 


The need for proper road machinery is very essential for 
the conduct of the road work on an economical basis. Bel- 
lingham is far behind most of the other Towns in the 
State in respect to owned road machinery. The State High- 
way Engineer has recommended several times that the 
Town purchase a truck, and he has also suggested the 
purchase of a small roller. 


To keep Scott Hill Road (South Main Street) in proper 
condition for travel, it was necessary to work on it all dur- 
ing the year. This long stretch of highway which re- 
ceives considerable traffic, needs and will continue to need, 
until a new roadbed is laid, constant attention. The State 
and County have agreed to allot sums of money to be used 
in conjunction with a Town appropriation, for work on this 


road during 1930. 


Two thousand feet of snow fence was purchased in De- 
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cember and put on stretches along Scott Hill Road. This 
fence should pay for itself any winter when there is much 
snow. 


For the first time, written licenses and permits were 
issued to all gasoline stations and garages. After a permit 
and license are granted by the Selectmen they may be re- 
newed at expiration by a certificate issued by the Town 
Clerk, for which a small charge is made. 


Any applications for new or additional gasoline or garage 
permits and licenses now necessitate a public hearing 
which is advertised at the applicant’s expense. 


Health conditions throughout town remained fair.

Heavy Traffic Regulation Adopted Feb. 11, 1929. 


Whereas, it being the opinion of the Selectmen of Bel- 
lingham, that the travel or moving of any vehicle or object 
which weighs more than 10,000 pounds on South Main St. 
and 11,000 on Centre and Franklin Streets from February 
15, 1929 to June 1, 1929, would cause injury to such streets 
more serious than the ordinary wear and tear which the 
type of construction of such streets are designed to with- 
stand, the said Selectmen of Bellingham hereby. prohibit 
any such vehicle or object from passing over said streets 
during the above mentioned time, without a permit there- 
for. 


Any person driving, operating or moving a vehicle or ob- 
ject in violation of this regulation, or the owner thereof, 
shall be liable in tort for any injury caused to said streets.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS 


Bellingham, Mass. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Gentlemen :— 


The present road system was repaired from the General 
Appropriation in accordance with the Budget determined 
by the Selectmen and the State Engineer of the Division of 
Highways. 


A number of Streets were widened and graveled, a large 
number of very bad mud holes were dug out, stone filled 
in and then covered with a good coat of gravel. We have 
ditched most of the roads and have put drain pipes across 
the streets in a number of different places to draw off the 
water. We have also replaced stone culverts with pipe. 


In order to take care of the water on the Bellingham end 
of South Main street it was thought best by the State En- 
gineers to put Catch basins, Manholes and a pipe line and 
run the water into the State Road Pipe Line which was 
done and which has proved very satisfactory. 


A pipe line was also run at the South Bellingham end of 
South Main street, and a connection made with manholes 
and catchbasins on Wrentham street and a line run down 
Center street to the other pipe which will take care of the 
water there. 


We scarified, raised and tarred the hill on South Main 
Street. On this hill we had to scarify and roll dry 1200 feet 
of the worst part and could only put on one coat of tar 
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owing to the dry weather'and the extreme cost of watering 
and rolling. We found that our funds would not allow us to 
do more. 


We fixed a very dangerous place on Hartford Avenue,. 
tore out the old tar, scarified, scraped, rolled and put on two 
coats of tar at this place. 


In order to get a guaranteed level on Wrentham street 
from the State Engineers so that the Community Building 
Committee could proceed with their building plans it was 
necessary to cut down the hill at that spot and grade the 
hollow to Center Street. Owing to the extreme cost of 
moving the loam which we found there and replacing it 
with gravel it was thought best not to roll and tar it this 
year. All the cost of moving the loam was not lost how- 
ever as we carted it back of the new building where it can 
be used for grading the building lot. 


We graded Suffolk Street, and Governor Avenue, put in 
two catchbasins on this street which we hope will take care 
of the water condition there. 


We have put Five Tanks of Eighty-five Oil on Hartford 
Avenue. We don’t believe this Street will need anything 
done to it next year. 


We also put Two Tanks of Oil on Franklin Street and 
we really believe that if the Franklin and Center Streets 
tar section can be covered with Eighty-Five Oil next year 
it will put them in excellent condition for three or four 
years to come. 


The State Engineer and Myself have gone over all the 
tar roads in the Town and we figure that if we have a mild 
spring, that is if we don’t have any bad heaving during 
the thawing out, that we will be able to get along with very 
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little tar on these roads next year and can then commence 
to lay tar on other streets in the different parts of the 
Town. 


The bridges and railings in the South End of the Town 
and also in the Center were found to be in very bad condi- 
tion. We have placed a cement slab instead of wood in 
bridge on Taunton Street. We have put up and painted 
railings in the worst places in different parts of the South 
and Center Sections. 


The Town has been very fortunate so far as to snow 
storms, as there has been only three small ones which has 
required work of the department. But to help us out in 
case of a very bad storm it was thought advisable to buy 
2000 feet of snow fence, which was put up where the drifts 
have been the worst in past years. 


We have moved the Building that has been standing idle 


for a number of years near the Town House back about 
200 feet, we have put a new foundation under it, fixed it up 
and are using it to store the Town equipment. I don’t be- 
lieve that it will be big enough to store all of the equip- 
ment next year so would recommend that a shed be built 
onto it so that everything can be put under cover. 


I have had all the equipment overhauled, had it painted 
and put in good condition for next year. 


We have taken care of all the signboards in the Town. 
Have put up one new one on Hartford Avenue, Corner of 
Beach Street, used an old one found stored away, painted it 
up and placed it at Dawley’s Corner, painted and fixed up 
all Irons Signs at North Bellingham, Bellingham Center, 
and South Bellingham. 


‘It has been my aim since I have been connected with the 
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department of streets to do the work to the best of my 
ability and as economically as possible, using the best men 
available and hiring the best equipment and always super- 
vising the work myself to make sure that the Town got 
value received for every dollar spent. In my opinion the 
condition of the roads all over the Town are constantly 
improving. 


I offer my sincere thanks to the Selectmen, the State En- 
gineers, Mr. Henry Rowe and the Highway employees for 
their co-operation.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen :— 
Gentlemen: 


The work of testing all cattle by the Federal and State 
is increasing, some towns are requiring that their milk 
come from tuberculin tested herds or else be pasteurized. 
The state has increased the compensation on condemned 


cattle from $25, to $50. a head. 


There is very little testing being carried on at the present 
time. Quite a number of cattle came in from outside the 
State the last few months to be released which shows our 
farmers are trying to comply with the state laws. 


A herd of cattle which it is desired to have accredited, 
must have two clean tests. If eighty per cent of the cattle 
owners ask for a test in a town then the remainder must 
test, after that it becomes an accredited area. 


Some owners of swine had their hogs inoculated for 
Hog Cholera, which makes them.immune from it. 


There were a couple of cases of dogs which were sus- 
pected of having rabies, but did not develop. Any cases un- 
der suspicion should be reported at once. 


The cattle in the town look very well; but I noticed that 
a number of barns could be white-washed and cob webs 
swept down which would add very much to the looks, as a 
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great amount of our milk goes into the City of Woon- 
socket. The city milk inspector goes through our barns 
every year; which is all the more reason that they be kept 
clean as his report goes to the City Hall.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen :— 


The Board of Public Welfare organized last March with 
Warren E. Whiting re-elected as Chairman and Clerk. 


Owing to poor business conditions, this department re- 
ceived a large number of applications for town aid during 
the past year. Deserving cases were aided, and since the 
number of new cases exceeded the number which no longer 
needed help, the expense of the department was greater 
than the previous year. 


With the present number of persons receiving aid, the 
Board estimates that at least Four Thousand Dollars 
($4,000.00) will be needed to properly operate the depart- 
ment in 1930. This estimate is conservative, and it may be 
that later in the year we will be obliged to ask for an addi- 
tional appropriation. Of the amount asked for, the State 
will undoubtedly give us reimbursement for part of the 
money spent, as, at the present time we have one State 
case, on which we shall claim total reimbusement. 


In 1929 this department aided thirty-five persons, of 
whom most were without other means of support, while 
the remainder were helped for part of the year. 


The same appropriation as last year, namely One Thou- 
sand Dollars ($1,000.00) is being asked for Mothers’ Aid. 
At the current writing there is one family receiving aid 
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under this, and the State will reimburse the Town for the 
money expended for their care. 


The matter of the sale of the town farm, which was en- 
trusted to the department, is now in the hands of the land 
court. Anyone who has had any dealing with the court 
knows that it moves slowly, especially when there are a 
large number of abuttors, as is the case in this instance. 
The Selectmen have signed a petition to the court asking 
that the Town be given adverse possession of the property, 
which certainly should expedite the sale.

NO SCHOOL SIGNAL 


The Town cannot have a “No School Signal.” Schools 
will not be closed on account of weather unless it is prac- 
tically impossible or unreasonable for children to attend. 
When parents feel that it is very unwise for their children 
to go to school, they are advised to keep them at home. 
All other days children must attend school according to 
law. 


IMPORTANT REGULATIONS 


A regulation of the School Department is that no child 
can enter school for the first time unless such a child shall 
become six years of age on or before January 1 of the year 
following the fall term when he wishes to enter school. 
(For entrance to school this coming fall term a child must 
be six years of age on or before January 1, 1931.) Children 
cannot enter the first grade after October 1 except by spe- 
cial permission. 


SCHOOL ATTENDANCE 


The attention of parents is called to the following facts 
of the State Laws governing school attendance. 


Every child from seven to fourteen years of age, unless 
he is physically or mentally unfit, and until he is sixteen 
years, unless he has completed the sixth grade shall at- 
tend school all the time it 1s in session. Every child from 
fourteen to sixteen years of age shall attend school unless 
such child has. received an employment certificate and is 
regularly employed according to law for at least six hours 
per day. 


All minors under sixteen working in towns or cities 
which maintain Continuation Schools, must attend the Con- 
tinuation Schools as prescribed by law. 
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If a child fails to attend school according to law for seven 
day sessions or fourteen half-day sessions, the child shall 
be considered an habitual truant and may be sent to a 
truant school. 


If a parent or guardian fails to cause the child under 
his charge to attend school according to law, he shall be 
fined not over twenty dollars for each offence.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Bellingham: 


I hereby submit my eleventh annual report, it being the 
thirty-sixth in the series of superintendent’s school reports. 


This Tercentenary of the settlement of Massachusetts 
will bring vividly to the attention of the people of this and 
other nations the scenes of the early settlement of this 
Commonwealth and of the country. 


There have been great changes since the days of the 
hardships of the early settlers, and of the ox cart, the tal- 
low candle and the Indian raids. It is a long trail from 
the little log school house to the present day large beauti- 
ful, well arranged and fully equipped school buildings. 


For about two hundred and fifty years after the time of 
Governor Winthrop, the great government organizer, the 
world was composed of nations foreign to each other with 
few facilities of getting acquainted. Our nation was-spar- 
sely settled with great difficulties of intermingling and 
communication. 


The present world is so interwoven with means of com- 
mon communication by the numerous ocean craft, the au- 
tomobile, the airplane, and the wire and wireless apparatus, 
that it is becoming one great community. Nations are but 
a few hours apart in transportation and a few minutes in 
communication. To-day it is possible for representatives 
of all nations to quickly convene in one place and under- 
standingly discuss common problems for the welfare of 
the whole world, as in the great Naval Conference now in 
session.

The great changes in the social world have brought great 
changes in the needs for education. The life of the modern 
teacher is far different from that of Icabod Crane. Our 
country has so. greatly developed that changes in school 
procedure and curricula are essential. 


The great transition in methods of living with all the im- 
proved conveniences ,and comforts: has. brought: with it 
many problems effecting the schools as well as other indus- 
tries and phases of life.. 


Among the problems now before the schools with all 
their improvements and increased costs is the question 
of, “What shall be taught in our schools?” Also, “How can 
these be effectively taught to children who are so indiffer- 
ent to learning to-day—largely because their minds are so 
taken up with numerous, things outside of» school?” An- 
other question is, “How can the taxpayers meet ‘the de- 
mands of parents for large expenditures for costly conven- 
iences and comforts for. their children?” Parents are res 
quiring adequate school heating. conditions, comfortable 
seats, lights, bubbler fountains and water toilets—all very 
good—and now they are asking for transportation from 
the doors of the home to the doors of the school building. _ 
All these conveniences are proper in these days of prog- 
ress, but they cost money to install and to keep in opera; 
tion. May it not be possible to carry them too far for the 
real benefit oi the children? 

Our great leaders and makers of past history have been 
made through experiences of hardship, rigorous.work and 
much perseverance. How are our children to-day going to 
develop vigorous physical constitutions and strong char- 
acters, if they are always to be carried along through 
flowery beds of ease? Nearly all, of our great men and 
women were trained in childhood and youth through hard- 
ship, diligent labor and usually in poverty. 
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The Bellingham School Committee with the assistance 
of the taxpayers of the town are trying to provide the 
schools and school buildings with modern conveniences as 
rapidly as possible. 


One of our problems has been to provide conveniences 
and meet the needs of the increasing number of school chil- 
dren. The school enrollment this year is about the same 
as last and the current school expenses have been about 
the same. The nearly $10,000 increase in cost of school 
expenses this past year has been for the new heating sys- 
tem in the Center building, the new toilet system at the 
North and new seats in the several buildings. 


More improvements are planned for next year; new toil- 
ets in the South building and new lights in all the school 
rooms. The new toilets will cost about six thousand dol- 
lars if the problem of outside drainage is not too large. 


All of these new improvements not only cost much for 
installation but they increase the yearly up-keep cost. 


Considerable has been said about the need of more win- 
daws in the upper rooms of the old part of the South 
building. The present condition is the same as it was when 
it was a one-story building many years ago. Many modern 
school rooms are lighted from only one side. Efforts have 
been made but the lack of funds and other conditions have 
prevented. This matter is to receive serious consideration 
this year. 


Electric lights in the buildings will come sooner or later. 
These will be a large benefit to the children and will add a 
yearly expense. 


The continual increase in the number of pupils attending 
High School will continue to add to the cost of schools. 
It is a good omen that so many of our pupils are going to 
High School. The opportunities given our youth in the 
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Milford and Franklin High Schools are large and much 
appreciated. Many pupils select Franklin because of the 
advantages for instruction in special subjects as manual 
woodwork, sewing, cooking, gymnasium training, etc. 
Franklin’s new well-equipped building is very attractive. 
We appreciate the kindness and favors shown by the prin- 
cipals, teachers and others connected with these schools. 
Our High School pupils are still making good records. 


Perhaps our most troublesome problem is transportation. 
The cost is ever increasing. Viewed from one side it seems 
unreasonable that we should expend over six thousand dol- 
lars per year just to get children to school which is no part 
of education, and walking is a most healthful exercise. On 
the other hand we can fully appreciate the feeling of par- 
ents about their children walking on our crowded high- 
ways of to-day. They feel their children are safer in a bus 
or automobile than under it on the road. 


Perhaps we are soon to come to the time when all 
children are to ride from the doors of their homes to the 
doors of their school buildings. If this is to be done tax- 
payers must realize that it will have to be paid for and suf- 
ficient appropriation made. ‘This question of expenditure 
should be settled by the voters rather than have the difficult 
problem left to the School Committee. By law the Com- 
mittee is to decide who shall be transported, but the Com- 
mittee hesitates about how much of the taxpayers’ money 
they shall expend for this purpose. The writer urges that 
if some children are to ride to school, all other children at 
the same distance from school shall be transported. It 
will be helpful if the taxpayers will decide how much 
transportation they want to support, and the School Com- 
mittee will gladly carry out their wishes. 


The crowded conditions in the South building have been 
helped by putting two of the lower grade schools on a one 
session plan. It is hoped this condition will not have to ex- 
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ist long because of the inconvenience and the loss of edu- 
cational opportunity the children sustain. 


Miss Eleanor Crooks was engaged to take the extra 
school in the afternoon session. 


There were only three changes in teachers in September. 
Miss Hill was transferred to the vacant position in the 
Center principalship and Mr. Adams was elected principal 
of the South building. Miss Trafton from Maine was 
chosen for the South fourth grade position. 


Our schools are supplied with efficient, earnest-working 
teachers. The problem which is so well handled in our 
large schools is very difficult and nerve wearing. No one 
outside can know the difficulties and nervous strain our 
teachers have. 


It seems to be much easier for some citizens to criticize 
than to help schools. Since schools are costing so much all 
should try to help make them a success. 


It is the duty, wish and aim of school officials to have 
schools maintained for the welfare of all the children. It 
is impossible to always please everyone. It is very easy 
for a person outside to think that drastic changes should be 
made, but an inside knowledge of facts and conditions will 
give a different opinion. 


The splendid new heating system in the Center schools is 
appreciated. The rooms can be well heated in the coldest 
weather. It is now possible to have the halls of all the 
buildings heated making the whole building comfortable. 


The sanitary indoor toilets are a great improvement for 
physical and moral welfare. Those in the North building 
are a great convenience, especially in bad weather. 


Improved facilities in: the school buildings increase 
costs and to some extent increase the work of: our janitors. - 
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If the school janitor’s work is well done and the numerous 
details carefully looked after, the janitor, especially in a 
large building, has a real job. It seems much easier to the 
envious fellow outside than it is when he goes to work in- 
side feeding with coal five hungry furnaces, keeping the 
many rooms clean and looking after the thousand other 
details. A good faithful janitor is one of the most import- 
ant factors about a school building and we appreciate the 
splendid services rendered. 


The customary work of the “Four H Clubs” has been 
done this past year. They have made a good record under 
the general leadership of Mr. Patton and Miss Cook of the 
Extension Service, and the direct guidance of Miss Lennon, 
Miss Cole, Miss Hill and Miss Sophie Bis. The girls have 
taken up sewing, cooking, etc., and the boys manual train- 
ing. Each of the clubs gave a good public exhibition. Mr. 
Miller at the Center and Mr. Cameron and Mr. Mowry at 
the South have assisted Mr. Patton in instructing the boys. 


This past year Miss Marjorie Belcher has added prizes 
to her long list of laurels in the Four H achievements. She 
and Miss Sophie Bis won in their summer Home Beautiful 
Conttest. 


The meetings and usual activities of the South Parent- 
Teachers’ Association have been carried on this past year. 
Among other things done, this Association has set out 
shrubbery and made other improvements on the lawn in 
front of that building. 


We trust a report of this Association and the “Four H 
Clubs” will appear in this school report. 


The Center Square has been enlarged by the addition of 
another public building, the beautiful little library. This is 
of special interest to the Center children as it is so near the 
school building. The library was housed in one room of the 


oA 
school building for many years until the number of children 
made it necessary to use that schoolroom. 


The schools will all join in the “In Memoriam” of Rev. 
Davenport who several times had instructed and enter- 
tained the upper grade pupils with his collection of rare 
stones. In appreciation of this kindness and his ever inter- 
esting stories and puzzles, the schools united with those of 
Hopedale and Mendon in sending flowers to the funeral. 


The health work by our school nurses is deserving of 
special mention. The most important instruction given in 
schools is on “How to Keep Well.” The work the school 
nurses do in the schools and the homes is most valuable. 
The nurses’ report is included in the school report. 


A Regulation 

After a pupil has been absent from school the required 
number of days on account of a contagious disease, he 
must bring to the teacher a permit signed by physician 
or a member of the Board of Health—selectmen—before he 
can be admitted back to school. Blanks provided for this 
requirement can be procured from the teacher or principal. 
In case children have been under quarantine, they must 
have a permit from the Board of Health before returning to 
school. 

This is the time of year when it is well to think of the 
large service town officials render the town. This report 
deals with schools hence we mention the School Committee. 
Much commendation is due our School Committee for their 
efficient and willing services. They spend many hours 
dealing with the most trying problems, giving of their 
ability and valuable time for the welfare of the schools, 
The expenditure of every dollar is carefully considered. 
Though they may receive little but criticism for pay, there 
is a real reward to a public spirited citizen in knowing that 
he has given his best service for his town. 
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We are glad to express appreciation of the support the 
townspeople give the schools. It is commendable that the 
Finance Committee approve and the taxpayers vote with- 
out a dissenting voice the appropriation necessary for 
maintenance of the schools. The cost of our schools is 
more than that of all other departments of the town, and it 
may justly be thus for the business of operating schools 
is the largest, most important and far reaching industry 


in the town. 


The Superintendent expresses sincere appreciation of 
the kindness and courtesy shown him by the school chil- 
dren. He is grateful for the faithfulness and assistance of 
teachers, all school workers and School Committee.

To Mr. Carroll H. Drown, Superintendent of Schools: 


I hereby submit the following report of music in the 
3ellingham Schools. 


First of all I want to express my appreciation for the 
music books supplied in the different buildings. Then I 
want to thank Mr. Drown for his interest in the music 
classes. The boys and girls realize that he is interested 
in their songs and drill work and that he keenly appreci- 
ates the best they can do. This in turn makes them eager 
to do their best in order to receive commendation from him. 


The teachers have co-operated with me to give music a 
very real place in the daily school programme and I am 
most grateful to them. 


It is pleasant to report that there is a victrola in every 
building. A great deal of benefit could be derived from a 
few, well chosen records. These might be taken to the dif- 
ferent buildings so that each might have the use of the 
same records at different times. They would give the chil- 
dren an opportunity to become acquainted with the world’s 
best music. The children would be keener to recognize 
good music on radio programmes and would grow to en- 
Toy it. 


In the lower grades we have a rhythm band which will 
aid in developing a sense of rythm in the children. 


Our greatest need at the North and Center is a portable 
organ or a piano for each building. These would be a tre- 
mendous help to'teachers who are dependent on pitch pipes, 


° 
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which give only a very few tones. Under these conditions, 
unless the teacher possesses a good ear for music the class 
is singing out of tune most of the time. 


I feel most fortunate to have a Superintendent whose 
musical knowledge gives him the ability to listen critically 
to the work and appraise its faults and its merits. The 
children feel a very real sense of pride in preparing their 
songs so that they may sing them well for Mr. Drown, 
when he visits them.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE FOR CENTER 
AND SOUTH SCHOOLS 


To Mr. Carrol H. Drown, Superintendent of Schools: 


I herewith present the Annual Report of School Nursing 
done in South Bellingham and Bellingham Center for the 
year ending December 31, 1929. 


Both schools visited once a week, usually on Friday when 
school was in session. The morning is spent in South Bel- 
lingham and the afternoon at Center. At this time all class 
rooms are visited to talk with the teachers, inspect or carry 
on some type of health work. More and more the pupils 
are consulting the nurse about themselves or some home 
conditions. This is a practice I encourage as much as pos- 
sible. 


For the number of children in both schools we have had 
very little contagion. One case of diphtheria, a few cases 
of scarlet fever with quite a few cases of mumps, chicken 
pox and measles. 


We had quite an elaborate program for our May Day cel- 
ebration at the Center School, with an outdoor program 
consisting of a ball game, races and games of all sorts and 
an indoor program of two health plays, songs, readings, 
demonstrations and an exhibition of health work, such as 
posters, free hand drawings, booklets, etc. Not as much 
time can be given to this sort of work at the South School 
on account of ithe amount of home visiting and the number 
of rooms to visit in the short period.
